KARTH TREMORS VIOLENT- 

LY FELT IN NOVA SCOTIA 


Helifax, N. S., July 31.—Farth 
tremors which violently shook 
the buildings and so alarmed the 
inhabitants that in one place 
thev fled from their houses fear- 
ing immediate coilapse, were felt 
last week on the southwestern 
shore of Nova Scotia, from Ma- 
hoae Bay to Shelbourne, 

The disturbances occurred a 
few minutes before noon, and 
were in most places felt in two 
distinct shocks. 

The earthquake came from an 
easterly direction and spent their 
force near Shelbourne, where only 
one shock was felt. 

Mahone Bay, Maders Cove, the 
Narrows, all reported shacks sev- 
cre enough to rattle the dishes. 

At Bridgewater the shock was 
very severe, but no damage was 
reported. The distance between 
Mahone Bay and Shelbourne is 
about 100 miles. At Sable River 
which is half way between the 
two places, the shock was 80 sev- 
ere that pictures were disarrang: 
ed or the walls and houses shook 
so violently that people rushed 
into the open in terror, fearing 
their buildings would collapse. It 
was in this vicinity, a radius of 
20 miles, that the sesimic dis- 
turbances were greatest. 

At J.iverpool, which is the 
mit important station east of 
Sable river, on the Qalifax 
Southeastern Railway, there were 
two distinct shocks, ‘one of 
twelve seconds and another fol- 
lowing immediately of six  sec- 
onds duration. All buildings in 
this ,towm were more or less 
shaken, but no damage was __ re- 
portcd.

If in -making preparations for 
war, even though he has declared 
in an cgotistical oration to his 
subjects that the sword was 
forced into his hand, the Emper- 
or of Germany thought that he 
was making:a stragetical move 
to catch his enemies unawares, he | 
is due for a disconcerting  sur- 
prise. And regardless of the 
carefully Taid plans of years, the 
surprise may prove disastrous to 
the German nation, 

Tt is true that when the politi- 
cal. atmosphere . became first 
charged with the electricity © of | 
war, the triple entente was in a 
sorry fix. England had on her 
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hands’ the -home - rule question 
presaging civil war; Russia faced 
the biggest strike in history, and 
France, torn by internal dissen- 
sion, was practically without a 
parliament. ‘When the German 
menace became acute, however, 
matters at home were soon rec- 
tified. The Irish question was in- 
stantaneously shelvetl; the ~ Rus- 
sian strike was. settled in twenty- 
four hours, and the French pat- 
riots at oncé united and made all 
preparations for holding their 
end. Uefore the one tig danger, 
local . troubles became but sec- 
ondary considerations, 

In a marvelously, brief space of 
time the three nations were in 
readiness for an contingency 
that might possibly arise. The 
Kaiser’s first move, fathered : by 
a desire to strike straight at his 
foes who, to all appearances,
